Players Get Big Sum, 


' Detroit, Mich., October 11.— 
All existing records for world's 
championship series have been 
broken by the present series, 
according to a statement issued 
here tonight by George More- 
land, the baseball statistician. 
The three games have brought 
in 78,605 paid admissions ‘and 
the total receipts have been 
$102,832. The division of the 
receipts follows: 

Players, $55,529.28. 

Each club, $18,509.76. 

National Commission, 
283.20. 

The largest purse ever divid- 
ed among the players in a 
world’s series previous to this 
was in the five-game series be- 
tween the Chicago Nationals 
and Detroit Americans in 190% 
when the players’ share amor {- 
ed to $64,033.39. 

In comparison with thé three 
games’ receipts in this series are 
those of the six games between 
the Chicago Nationals and 
Americans in 1906, when $106,550 
was taken in. For the five- 
game series between Chicago 
ana Detroit in 1907 the Yeceipts 
were $101,728.50. 
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defeated Detroit by the score of 8 to 
6 here today in one of the most spec- 
tacular and fiercely 
ever played in a world’s championship 
geries. This gives Pittsburg the mar- 
gin of two games to one in the series, 
and the National League champions 
are correspondingly jubilant. Detroit, 
however, showed in the final innings 
of the battle that it is far from a hope- 
lessliy beaten team. Weather condi- 
tions were frightful. Rain fell fre- 
quentiv during the nine innings, sevy- 
eral times in hard showers of several 
minutes’ duration. 

The sky was threatening all day, 
and the low-hanging clouds made the 
atmosphere so dark during the last 
two innings that it was hard for play- 
ers and spectators to follow the ball. 
The afternoon recalled the first local 
game of the 1908 world’s series, when 
the Chicago Nationals beat Detroit. 
with Summers also pitching, in a rain 
etorm. A sharp northwest wind this 
afternoon added to the discomfort of 
the players and spectators in the un- 
protected stands. 

Reeord Crowd. 

Despite the wretched weather, the 
attendance—18,277—broke all local rec- 
ords for a world’s series. 

Pittsburg jumped into the lead imme- 
diately this afternoon by scoring five 
runs fn the first inning. They batted 
Summers out of the box, alded by some 
poor flelding.

Mayorally Campaign in Greater 
New York Has Reached 
Personal Stage 


GAYNOR CALLS HEARST 
A BUSHWHACKING FOE 


Tammany Nominee Says That 
Hearst Pretends to Be Friend, 
While He Buries the Dagger 
in Your Ribs--Hearst Ac- 
cepts the Nomination of the 
Independents. 


New York, Oetober 11.—Two candi- 
dates for mayor of Greater New York, 
who have been engaged in bitter de- 
nunciation of each other during the 
last two days-—William Randolph 
Hearst and William J. Gaynor—ap- 
peared before the public tonight for 
their first address of the campaign. 

Hearst spoke at Carnegie hall, 
New York, and formally accepted the 
nomination of the independents, known 
as the Civic Alliance. Gaynor appeared 
at the Academy of Music, in Brooklyn, 
as the regular democratic nominee. 

Gaynor Challenges Hearst. 

In his formal address Hearst re- 
frained from attacking his rival, but 
Justice Gaynor, in his speech, aroused 
by what he declared to be Hearst's 
breach of faith in repudiating him, 
challenged the editor to meet him in 
joint debate on the issues of the cam- 
paign. | 

“I want fair play above all in this 
contest,” said Judge Gaynor. “The 
open enemy I honor, but I despise the 
enemy that sits back as an editor or 
otherwise—pretending to be ° your 
friend, when he is only smiling while 
he buries his dagger in your ribs. The 
yellow comes out of a man if it is in 
him. So I say, let us have it out In 
the open, Mr. Hearst.” : 

Ivins Scores Gaynor. 

William M. Ivins, who was the re-

{IT'S POLITICAL, 
SAYS THE JUDGE. 
OF LIBEL CASE 


Editors Smith and Williams 
Again Before Court for Al- 
leged Lese Majeste, 


JUDGE NOT IMPRESSED 
BY LESE MAJESTEELAIM 


Anderson Broadly Intimates 
That Smith and Williams 
Were Indicted for Political | 
Purposes --- Judge Puts ey 
Hard Questions to the Gov- 
ernment Attorney. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 11.—That 
the so-called “Panama libel case” was 
“more or less of a political matter,’’ 


was the comment of Judge A. B. An- 
derson, of the United States covwrt of 


this district at the close of argument 
today in the hearing of Charles R. 
| Williams and Delavan Smith, proprie- 
tors of The Indianapolis News, whom 
the government is seeking to remove 
to the District of Columbia for trial 
on the charge of criminal libel. 
No Opinion on Merits of Case. 

The court said that it Wished not 
to give an impression that it 
formed an opinion in the merits of the 
case, but that !t wished to point out 
the trend of the argument towards its 
further enlightenment as to whether 
or not this was probably the cause for 
the indictment of Messrs. Williams and 
Smith by the federal grand jury of the 
District of Columbia for criminal libel 
fn their having published articles in- 
timating that there was a “graft'’ of

“What is the guilty fntent to be 
shown On the part of these defend- 
ants?” the court asked Stuart Mc- 
Namara, special attorney of the depart- 
ment of justice, in charge of the pro- 
ceedings. The judge went on to ex- 
plain that he was in doubt that it could 
be shown thgt the defendants had 
malicious forethought to libel former 
President Roosevelt, President Taft, 
Charles P. Taft, William Nelson Crom- 
well, J. Pierpont Morgan, Douglas 
Robinson and others. 

Great Political Project. 


“The whole Panama canal project is 
a great political project,” said the 
court, “and there has been and is 
much honest expression of divergent 
opinion as to the advisability of hav- 
ing chosen the Panama route in pref- 
erence to the Nicaragua route, and 
now, since the cost of building the 
canal is so much larger than at first 
estimated as to whether or not the 
United States should own any Atlantic 
to Pacific canal. 

“The press has a public duty to per- 
form, and in present political discus- 
sions it seems to me that the concep- 
tion of the libel should be greatly dif- 
ferent from the conception that should 
apply to a case of libel on a person's 
private character. I am not seeking to 
prejudice the case at this time; I am 
only seeking for light on the question 
here as to whether criminal libel may 
be possible in this matter. Criminal 
libel is a crime against society.” 

The court was not satisfied. Judge 
Anderson said that the published arti- 
cles complained of charged a crime 
against the persons alleged to have 
been injured. If a set of Americans, 
the court continued, went to France and 
bougbt up the securities of the French 
Panama Canal Company for $12,000,000, 
as alleged, and’sold them to the United 
States for $40,000,000, it should be re- 
garded as “a nasty piece of business,” 
but in no case a crime. 

Government Lawyer Explains.

Miami, Fla., October 11.—The storm 
which has prevailed here since yester- 
day afterncon increased in intensity 
this afternoon, the rain coming down 
in sheets, driven by strong winds from 
the south. People are fortifying their 
houses and vessels in the harbor 
against the hurricane, which is expect- 
ed to arrive tonight.

All efforts of the officials of the Flor- 
ida East Coast railroad here to get 
into communication with men at work 
on the extension on the Keys of the ex- 
treme southern peninsula failed.

DOES POLICY INSURE 
AGAINST HANGING? 


Question Up to United 
States Supreme Court. 


Son of Man Who Was Hanged 
Seeks $15,000 on Father’s 
Life---United States Court of 
Appeals Gave Him Verdict. 


Washington, October 11.—The ques 


tion whether the ordinary insurance 
policy insures a man against death by 
legal hanging is raised in the case of 
the Northwestern Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company v. J. William McCue and 
others, which was presented today to 
the supreme court of the United States. 

McCue is one of the children of the 
late Mayor J. Samuel McCue, of Char- 
who was hanged for 
murdering his wife. 

About a year previous to the crime, 
McCuetook out a policy for $15,000 in 
the Northwestern Mutual Life, and the 
company refused to pay the policy on 
the ground that “the death of the in- 
sured by hanging under sentence of a 
court justice annulled the contract of 
insurance.” 

Gave Son Verdict. 


The United States circuit court for 
the western district of Virginia gave: 
a verdict in favor of the company, but 
that verdict was reversed by the United 
States court of appeals for the fourth 
circuit. 

The insurance company now asks 
the supreme court to review the de-’ 
cision on a writ of certiorari, and its 
petition was presented today. 

The court will announce its decision 


later.

A woman detective em- 
ployed by Dashe!l also was found guilty 
of the same charge and condemned to 
eight months’ imprisonment. Die 
Wahrheit is owned by Herr Bruhn, a 
member of the reichstag and an anti- 
semite. 

From the testimony it appeared that 
a long list of persons of rank and 
wealth had been threatened with scan- 
dalous publications, among the number 
being one of the Princes Hohenlohe. 

According to The Tageblatt, the 
state’s attorney has opened proceed- 
ings against Bruhn, upon whom the 
evidence of the trial has cast suspic- 
ions of complicity.

Morse’s Only Hope Is in the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Morse Has Been Paying His 
Debts, and Refusal of New 
Trial Kills His Hopes. 


New York, October 11—Unless the 
supreme court of the United States re- 
verses the decision or the president of 
the United States interferes, Charles 
W. Morse, one time “ice king,’ coast - 
wise steamship line organizer, banker 
and capitalist, will serve fifteen years 
at hard labor in the federal prison at

Atlanta, Ga. After having been at 


liberty under $125,000 bail since June; 


17 last, he is back in the Tombs prison 
tonight, where he contemplates the de- 
cision of the United States errcuit court 
of appeals rendered today, sustaining 
the judgment of the lower federal 
court, which found him guilty in No- 
vember last of violating the national 
banking laws. 
Morse Will Appeal. 

There was solace in the decision of 
the court of appeals today, however, tn 
that only ten of the fifty-three in- 
dictments on which he was convicted 
were sustained, and on the strength of 
this his counsel, Martin W. Littleton, 
will immediately carry the case before 
the United States supreme court on a 
writ of certiorari. To this end the 
United States court of appeals has 
granted a forty days’ stay of execution, 
and pending a decision by the supreme 
court application will be made to have 
the prisoner again admitted to bail. 

Morse took today's decision calmly, 
though he was plainly grief-stricken 
and perhaps surprised. He heard the 
news in the office of United States 
Marshal Henkel and was almost im- 
mediately taken to the Tombs. Mrs. 
Morse was with her husband in the 
marshal’s office during the entire 
morning. 

Mra. Morse Talks. 

When word came that the decision 
Was against him, she said:: 

“All along we had the umost confi- 
dence thata@ new trial would be grant- 
ed. The decision today came as a 
great surprise to us, but my husband is 
brave and ke will continue to struggle 
for his liberty. Mr. Littleton will re- 
main in charge of his case and will try 
at once tos Mr. Morse’s reléase on 
bail.” :

CURTAILMENT A BLUFF, 


SAYS CHARLIE BARRETT 


President of Farmers’ Union Tells Members Cotton Crop 
Is Shortest in History and Asks Them to 
Hold for Higher Prices. 


Declaring ,that the threatened cur- 
tailment of output by cotton mills on 
account of high-priced cotton igs a 
“humorous bluff,’’ Charles S. Barrett, 
president of the Farmers’ Union, yes- 
terday issued a statement calling on 
the members of that order to hold their 
product for a higher figure than that 
now prevailing. . 

Mr. Barrett takes no stock in the as- 
sertion that the mil!s cannot operate 
profitably at present prices. He main- 
tains that for years they have been 
making enormous dividends on low- 
priced and moderate-priced cotton. 
Why they should complain and threaten 
to curtail when cotton operates accord- 
ing to the laws of supply and demand, 
and when they can still make a reason- 
able dividend, he professes inability to 
understand. 

President Barrett also states that the 
farmers, having sold enough cotton to 
meet their pressing debts, are in a 
better position to hold for a profitable 
price than at any time in their history. 

“It is probable we will have the 
shortest crop, in proportion to demand. 
since we have been raising cotton.” 
declared Mr. Barrett, ‘“‘and I am con- 
vinced our people are determined to get 
a fair return for their lavor, even if 
that necessitates holding for several 
months.” 

President Barrett's Statement. 

President Barrett’s statement is as 
follows: 

“To the members of the Farmers’ Un- 
ion: The south is producing this year 
probably the shortest crop, in propor- 
tion to demand, since this section began 
to raise cotton. As we advanre in the 
season all interests are more thorough- 
ly convinced of this fact. At the final 
accounting, the crop may be shown to 
be much shorter than even the present 
estamates of the extreme pessimists. 

“You have sold sufficient cotton, in 
the majority of instances, to meet your 
pressing debts. I call upon you now, 
in behalf of your own ItInterests and the 
interests of the south-at-large, to hold 
the remainder of your cotton until 
present prices range higher. 

“Your ability to hvld is stronger be- 
cause you have been raising your fooad.- 


stuffs at home. You no longer have to 
buy of the necessities of life as heav- 
ily as in former years. Next year I 
look to see this advantage materially 
furthered. To that end, I call on you 
to put yet more in practice the doc- 
trines of diversification and raising of 
home supplies. 

“The laws of supply and demand, so 
glibly quoted to us in the past, are 
Such that cotton is worth more than 
it is now bringing. The world needs 
our product. The mills in the United 
States and in Europe need it. They 
are able to pay a higher price than is 
now being offered. They will pay it if 
we exhioit the ordinary business sagac- 
ity to hold our staple until they be- 
come convinced of our intention to se- 
cure a fair price. : 

Fifteen-Cent Cotton Profitable. 

“Do not be alarmed by the humorous 
bluff to the effect that mills In this 
country and Europe afre threatening to 
curtail production because of present 
prices. They cannot afford to do so. 
About the most expensive piece of ma- 
chinery to lie idle is a modern cotton 
mill. And the ones in America and 
Europe are not going to lie idle, so 
long as the demand for cotton cloth 
and weaves is as mteady and as diffi- 
cult to satisfy as it is today. 

“In past years the mills have made 
enormvus and swollen dividends on 
low-priced cotton. They may make 
less on cotton this year, but they can 
buy all the cotton needed for their pur- 
poses at 15 cents a pound and still de- 
clare reasonable profits. I confidently 
assert that the cloth market will follow 
the cotton market with sufficient fidel- 
ity to bear out these statements. 

“Your cotton is worth a higher price 
than it is now bringing. The welfare 
of yourselves, your wives and your 
children, the commertial interésts gen- 
erally of the south, dictate that you re- 
sist anv impulse to put more cotton on 
the market. In so doing, you are sim- 
ply playing into the hands of the spec- 


depressors, against whom we have been 
at war for many years. 

“By exercising business foresight at 
this time, you simply reap additional 
money to yourselves, additional] mill- 
ions to the south. Your duty is clear, 
your duty as well as your self-in- 
terest.”’

Relic of King’s Mountain 
Owned by Rockmart Family 


Editor Constitution: In a recent I!s- 
sue of your paper I read with much 
interest an account of the celebration 
of the Battle of King’s Mountain, and 
am reminded thereby of a treasured 
souvenir of that sanguinary and de- 
cisive conflict, which has been in my 
family for !29 years; hence there is 
no room for doubt as to its genuine- 
ness. On the morning succeeding the 
battle, Mr. Camp, who lived near the 
battlefield, in company with several 
of the officers and his little son, Hosea, 
¢hen six or seven years old, were 
walking over the scene of carnage, 
when one of the party picked up @ 
silver-mounted conch shell, said to 
have been used by the British com- 
mander Major Ferguson, as a bugle. 
Each of the adults #n turn tried to 
“blow” the conch shell, and, all hav- 
ing failed, the elder Camp suggested 
that his Httle son, Hosea, try it, re- 
marking that, for one of his age, he 
was “extra good” at blowing a born. 
His success was sO complete, that, 
by unanimous consent, e- was pre- 
sented with the conch shell, as being 
the only one of the party who could 
blow it. 

After the cessation of hostilifies, 
the conch shell was used by the elder 
Camp as a dinner horn, until young 
Hosea began housekeeping for him- 
self, when he took charge of it, using 
it to call the “field hands” “from la- 
bor to refreshment,” until his death 
in 1886. The conch was bequeathed to 
his youngest daughter, Mrs. Dr. S. A. 
‘Borders, who retained it until her 
death, in 1892, having bequeathed the 
relic to her daughter, Mrs, R. W. 
Everett, at whose home she had been 
affectionately cared for the last fifteen 
years of her life. \ 

Mrs. R. W. Everett it now rapidly 
approaching “three score and ten;’’ the 
revolutionary relic, no longer needed 
as a “dinnér horn,” occuples the post 
of honor on her parlor mantel. 

This interesting relic occupied a 
prominent place in the Woman's 
Building, in the Colonial department, 
of the exposition held in your city in 
1895, and was asked for to be placed 
upon exhibition at the Jamestown ex- 
position, but, for reasons satisfactory 
to both parties, was not gent. 

Within easy reach of the revolu- 
tionary conch shell hangs another 
highly treasured relic—the sword of 
Santa Anna, worn by him on the day 
of his defeat at San Jacinto, April 21, 
1836. .

GIVEN FREEDOM 


GovernorBrownApproves 
Prison Board Recom- 
mendations. 


Governor Brown yesterday approved 
the recommendation of the prison com- 
mission in granting clemency to three 
life prisoners and one sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 
was paroled. 

The life prisoners to whom clemency 
were granted were Cleveland Anderson, 
a@ young negro of Fulton county, sen- 
tenced for murder; commuted to pres- 
ent term of service. 

Tilt Shelton, of Chattahoochee coun- 
ty, convicted of murder and given life 
sentence; commutation of sentence to 
present term of service. 

Ann Turner, alias Toomer, colored, 
convicted of murder in Terrell county; 
granted parole. 

Lewis Chambers, of Whitfield coun- 
ty, convicted of assault with attempt 
iO rape and sentenced for ten years; 
sentence commuted to present term of 
service. 

Alice Williams, of Lowndes county, 
convicted of keeping a lewd house and 
given eight months; sentence was com- 
muted to present term and payment of 
$100 fine and costs of case. 

Cleveland Anderson hag served 
years of his life and is a victim of 
tuberculosis. The crime grew out 
of a playful prank between the two 
boy. An older and 
stronger negro boy had run away with 
his hat. While chasing him through 
the house Anderson saw a pistol and 
caught it up with the intention, as he 
said, of frightening the other negro, 
The trial judge and solicitor general 
both approved the pardon. 

Tilt Shelton, a Chattahoochee coun- 
ty negro, whose pardon was recom- 
mended early in September, was grant- 
ed a commutation on newly-discovered 
evidence which showed that he was 
carelessly handling a new automatic 
revolver, of whose operation he was ig- 
norant. 

Ann Turner, of Terrell county, is now 
60 years old, has served nineteen 
years and the evidence showed that if 
paroled she would be given a home 
and honest employment. 

Lewis Chambers, of Whitfield coun- 
ty, was convicted of an attempted as- 
sault on a little negro girl not over 10 
years of age. Judge Fite, who tried 
the case, says he doubts if the boy was 
guilty; the solicitor, Hon. Sam P. Mad- 
dox, and the jurors who tried the case 
say the same. They declare the most 
that should have been found against 
the boy was assault and battery. 

The prison commission declined to 
recommend clemency in the following 
cases: Albert Anderson, Muscogee 
county, burglary, five years; L. H. 
Brown, Crisp county, misdemeanor, 
tweive months or fine of $120; John 
Pulliam, Fulton county, burglary, six 
years; Dallas Blanton, Paulding coun- 
ty, assault with intent to murder, five 
years; F. M. Allams, Coweta county, 
murder, life; Jim Arline, Laurens coun- 
ty, selling liquor, twelve months in each 
case; Will Bethune, Fayétte county, 
voluntary manslaughter, six years; 
Charles Adams, Decatur county, sub- 
ornation, ete. seven years; Gus 
Blount, Bibb county, murder, life; Jim 
Brogden, Fulton county, gaming, 
twelve months or $50; James Benson, 
Worth county, bigamy, four years; 
Wesley Dunlap, Fulton county, mis- 
demeanor, twenty-four months; Idella 
Banks, Brooks county, murder, life. 

The governor has not yet acted on 
these thirteen cases, either to approve 
or disapprove the recommendation of 
the prison commission.

SWEEPING OF CARS 


Traveling Salesman Says That 
Action Has Tendency to 
Spread Disease. 


a 


F. E. King, a traveing salesman, has 
Girected the following communication 
to the state board of health asking that 
body to take action in the matter of 
allowing negro porters to sweep out 
the passenger cars while occupied by 
passengers, saying that this action 
tends to spread disease of a serious 
nature: 

“The State Board of Health of Geor- 
gia, Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: L. to- 
gether with 50,000 travelers, do hereby 
enter a protest and ask your kind as- 
sistance to prevent the rallroad offi- 
cers from compelling the porters to 
sweep the cars when occupied and in 
transit. 

“Friday morning, coming from 
Blakely to Albany, on the Central of 
Georgia, I kindly asked the conductor 
to stop the porter from sweeping the 
floor of the cars. His answer was, 
“No, sir, that negro will sweep the car 
and I will protect him in doing so, for 
that is my orders from the officials} 
of the railroad to have these floors 
swept.’ 

“You folks are trying to prevent the 
spread of disease and it looks very 
much as if the railroad officials are 
trying to spread it as hard as you 
folks are trying to prevent it. There is 
nothing so penetrating to the lungs 
and especially if one is affected with 
asthma, as the dust from the sweeping 
of the floor, and especially in a pas- 
senger car. It does seem to me that 
when a member of your legislature will 
take such interest in the welfare of the 
women of the state of Georgia as fo in- 
troduce a bill in the legislature to 
prevent them from riding astride 
horseback that they would take enough 
interest in the health of the people to 
pass a law to prevent the spread of 
consumption, tuberculosis and fevers, 
for there is nothing in the world that 
will penetrate a person's lungs as 
quickly as the dust and dirt from the 
floor of a passenger car. 

‘IT hope that you will give this mat- 
ter some little consideration and see if 
there cannot be some remedy by which 
the. railroad people will be prevented 
fro: sweeping the floors when the 
cars are occupied with people.

IT ALSO KILLS MOSQUITOES

Which would you rather have, no 
fish and no mosquitoes, or fish and mos- 
guitoes? 

That question was one that came up 
before the council committee on ptblic 
buildings and grounds yesterday after- 
noon when Julius Billett, lessee of 
Lakewood, made complaint against the 
Southern Wood Preserving Company. 

Billett stated that the creosote es- 
caping from the wood block plant at 
Fort McPherson had run down South 
river and tnto the lake, and killed a 
lot of fish, about 700 pounds at one 
time. 

“You see,” stated Billett, “I lease 
Lakewood, and the fishing is a great 
part of the business. I noticed some 
time ago that creosote was in the 
water, and that it was killing the fish.” 

In answer to question from the mem- 
bers of the committee, Billett said that 
he saw traces of creosote along the 
banks of the lake, and that he learned 
it came from the wood block plant. He 
thought at one time that it might be 
necessary to draw off the water and 
have the lake cleaned out, 

President White, of the Southern 
Wodd Preserving Company, was pres-

ent, and his statement put an entirely 
different light on the situation. 

“Mr. Billett came to me,” stated Mr, 
White, “several weeks ago and said 
that he wanted something like $1,000 
damages because my creosote had killed 
his fish. Last August I lost about 4,000 
gallons of creosote by an accident, and 
seme of that might have been washed 
down into the lake, but in such small 
quantities that it could not have hurt 
the fish, so I have been informed by a 
chemist. d walked for.5 miles along 
the creek, from my plant to the lake. 
and I only saw traces of the creosote 
for about half a mile, and that reached 
that distance because of a heavy rain. 
No creosote escapes from the plant, 
and what goes out through the steam 
Pipe is caught in a cesspool.” 

The committee did not think the mat- 
ter was in such a shape as called for 
any official action, 

“But my fish have been killed,” stated 
Billett. 

“Yes, and if we killed any fish, which 
I doubt,” replied Mr. White, “we at the 
samé time killed all the mosquitoes 
that the lake breeds.” 

The matter was left unsettled, as the 
committee did not think it necessary 
t» take any action.

EXPORTS ARE GROWING 
FROM THE GULF PORTS 


Marvelous Increase Is Noted 
by the Bureau of 
Statistics. 


Washington, October !!.—The mar- 
velous growth of exports from the 
gulf ports of the United States from 
$194,000,000 in i899 to $410,000.000 in 
1909, has caused the bureau of sta- 
tistics of the department of commerce 
and labor to make a careful compila- 
tion showing the articles that con- 
tributed to this Increase and the ports 
through which the traffic passed. The 
principal articles sharing in the ‘in- 
crease were cotton, meats, lard, flour, 
tobacco, mineral oil, cotton seed oil, 
lumber, phosphates, corn, rice and 
naval stores.

Of the gulf ports, Galveston 
the largest increase. From 1899 to 
1909, the exports from that port ad- 
vanced from $78,500,000 to $189,500,000, 
the principal export, cotton, being 
valued at $57,500,000 in i899 and at 
$161,000,000 in 909. The growth 
New Orleans exports during the period 
was from $86,750,000 to $145,009.00, and 
Mobile from $8,750,000 to $27,333,000.

New York, October 11.—An early de- 
cline was followed by an increasingly 
active and decidedly firmer cotton mar- 
ket today, owing to reports that the 
gulf storm had reached the coast of 
Florida and was threatening the At- 
lentic belt with disturbances of con- 
siderable severity. The close was a 
little off from the best under realizing, 
but steady in tone, and 2 to 11 points 
net higher. 

_ The opening was steady at a decline 

of 1@6 points, and during the first 
hour prices sold off to a net loss of % 
to 9 points, under liquidation for over- 
the-local holiday tomorrow and bear 
.pressure, which had the encouragement 
of higher temperatures in the south 
and the failure of weather reports to 
show any frost of consequence over 
Sunday. Cables were indifferent, and 
Liverpool was a seller here, but while 
the storm situation seemed to be ig- 
nored at first, rumors of easier south- 
ern spots were not confirmed, and later 
numerous private wires, regarding the 
course of the tropical storm, started 
covering by early sellers and fresh buy- 
ing for long account. The market at 
New Orleans and Liverpool will be 
epen as usual tomorrow, and recent 
sellers evidently feared that if the 
storm actually reached the cotton coun- 
try markets would be decidedly higher 
before the local opening on Wednesday 
morning. At any rate, December con- 
tracts advanced from $13.21 to $13.39, 
while March sold up from $13.30 to 
$13.48, with the general list showing 
a net advance of & to 11 points during 
the afternoon. December closed at 
$13.32 and March at $13.42 bid. South- 
ern spot markets officially reported 
early were unchanged. The advance 
during the afternoon was promoted by 
the heavy exports, more cotton leaving 
the ports than was received for the day. 
There were no fresh developments with 
reference to proposed curtailment 
among manufacturers, and local trad- 
ers in raw cotton seem to be little im- 
pressed by the prospects for organized 
short time.

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LIQUIDATION HEAVY 
IN STOCK MARKET 
eT 


Situation Cause of It. 
Statement Gave Little 

Satisfaction to Dealers. . 

New York, October !!.—The liquidat- 
ing character of the stock market 
emerged more clearly Into view today, 
and was recognized with less qualifica- 
tion on the part of the element in the 
speculation which had been loath to 
admit the necessities involved in the 
money situation. There was tempor- 
ary reassurance professed on this sub- 
ject, on account of the success achiev- 
ed by the clearing house banks ip 
evading a deficit in the legal reserves 
last week. Upon further consideration 
of the drastic loan contraction, which 
had to be made to barely maintain the 
surplus and of the low ntgure at which 
the actual surplus still stood at the 
end of the week, the Saturday bank 
statement proved a source of further 
disquiet rather than of satisfaction. 
The monetary confidence was taken ad- 
vantage of to the utmost, however, to 
push an advance in prices, United 
States Steel in particular being car- 
ried up to near 89 during the first hour. 
From this vantage point the liquidation 
was renewed on a very large scale, and 
pursued with only occasional pauses 
and insignificant rallies. The banks 
called loans freely, and it was report- 
ed also that some of the out-of-town 
lenders in the stock market were in- 
clined to reduce accommodations. The 
withdrawals of cash from New York 
for currency purposes also continued 
large, and interior banks expressed 
the same need by drawing in their 
New York balances to meet obligations 
to the government. The subtreasury, as 
@ consequence, has already drawn 
$2,840,000 from the banks on the new 
banking week, and it was a creditor 
again at the clearing house today. An 
enormous loan reduction, effected by 
the banks last week, involved, it is 
beleved, little real liquidation of cred- 
its, but was due to shifting of obli- 
gations. both in the domestic ‘»terior 
and abroad. It was clearly realized 
that that process »* the rate of $60,000,- 

in a single week could no be 

longer continued. The perpendicular 
uplift of | per cent to 5 per cent in 
the ‘official discount rate of the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany was an em- 
phatic notice of a determination to op- 
pose obstacles to further free lending 
for speculative purposes. The lively 
speculation which has been going on 
in Germany has extended in no small 
degree to American securities, especial- 
ly United States Steel, and the effect 
of the German bank’s action was cal- 
culated, therefore, to have some direct 
effect on the New York stock market. 
Further recourse by borrowing in for- 
eign money markets is impeded by the 
large obligations already outstanding 
there against the New York money 
market.° The large excess of produc- 
tion over consumption of copper in 
September reviewed by the monthly 
statistics of production of copper pro- 
ducers’ association was an additional 
weight on the market, but was almost 
alone in showing any deviation from 
the favorable advices of business con- 
ditions. The hitch over this country’s 
diplomatic representation in China 
was viewed with some disquiet. The 
late slight improvement of prices was 
due to covering operations by the 
shorts, and the closing tone was very 
uncertain. The low price of United 
States Steel today at 843-4 compares 
with the high on Monday a week aco 
of 947-8.
